000 pounds, Conneticut and New York 
with nearly the same amount, and Mass- 
achusetts with a little over 4,000,000 
pounds, Virginia with mi, ."17,000 poundt 
Ohio with .'llt OOO.OOO pounds, North Cat 
olina 32,000,1)00 pounds, Tennessee :il v 
000,000 pounds, and Maryland 29,000,000 

The least amount credited to auy one 
state is Florida— 24, 2.'J!» pounds, while 
Michigan in a much colder climate, pro- 
duced !> 1,000 pounds. West Virginia is 
put down Ior2.l.ili,00i), Arkansas for I ,- 
175,000, and Illinois with 8.80,000. It 
is certainly st ratine that such States 
Georgia, South Carolina, Alabama, Lou- 
isiana, Texas, Mississippi and Arkansas, 
do not produce considerable tobacco.
